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“fr. Editor,—It has for sorae years been strongly im- 
pressed on the minds of observing and judicious men, that 
the Protestant churches are fast approximating towards the 
Church of Rome.

Whatever noise 
the peculiar doctrines of crace [the five points| occasionally 
make in periodical publications, and ordmation exercises, 
certain it is, that the tenor of common preaching, and the 
last resort in opposition to the doctrine of unbounded and ef- 
Jicient grace, finds its centre in the Popish doctrine of hu- 
manmerii. Tf any one doubt the result of the approxima- 
ting impetus of churches, which still appear to be sundered 
by msuperable barriers, let him examine the early contro- 
versy ofthe Reformation. But it is not necessary to seareh 
deeply for facts, which chant in tones of thunder, the re- 
quiem of expiring Calvinism. 

Those, who study (“ings rather than sounds, know, that 
‘he last thing which is lost by sectarianism, is the name.— 
In principle and in practice, men often agree so nearly, that 
nothing but a shade divides them, and that shade is merely 
the ferm by which their sects have been distinguished. 
True, mdeed, we have churches in abundance, called Cal- 
vinistic, and papers, and tracts, and sermons, also called 
Calvinistic, and yet the term is all of auy nameable amount 
which separates them from the very principle of obtaining 
heaven by their works, which, it is hardly necessary to 

e, is the very pith and marrow of the Romish religion. 


ries, ora puff in magazines, reports, or other assisting 


trumpeters, which does not bear the mark of that church, 


which has been so often called the mother of harlots, by the 
same churches, which are now spreading her principles.— 

It would be an insult on the understanding of the commu- 
nity, to say that the principles of the Saybrook Platform, or 
the confessions and creeds of churches, heré called ortho- 


dox, are in form assimilated to the Papal church. Even 


the Arminian churches deny the charge, and strenuously 
maintain, that salvation is by grace. But in affairs of reli- 
gion, as in all others, ‘facts are stubborn things.’

“Under the dominion of the barbarian kings, the deren- 
eracy increased till the pure principles of christianity Were 
lost sight of in the grossness of superstition: in consequence 
of which, men were led to endeavor to conciliate the favor 
of heaven by the same means that satisfied the justice of 
man, or by those emploved to appease their fabulous dei- 
ties. Asthe punishments due for civil crimes, among the 
barbarian conquerors, might be bought off for money, they 
atternpted, in like manner, to bribe heaven by benefactions 
to the church, in order to supersede all future inquest.”—

best feclings? A reference to the history of Christ, cer 
tainly furnishes demonstrative evidence of loye wopurcha- 
sed and unlimited. We find him constantly engaged u 
acts of kmdness, relieving the distressed, and pointing them 
to climes of unalloyed felicity, when this “mortal shall have 
put on immortality.” Where, I ask, has our divine Mas- 
ier taught us to curse those who curse us, to wicld the in- 
etrument of death, and spread carnage and distress among 
those who are considered as his enemies? Tis language 
was, “It has been said, thou shalt love thy neighbor and 
hate thine enemy; But I say unto you, love your enemies, 
bless them that curse you, do good to them that hate you, 
and pray for them that despitefully use you, and persecute 
you; that ye may be the children of your Father who is 
in heaven.”

‘The true answer to this question isyman is condemned for dis- 
pelief of gospel truth. Let us consider this in the light of a 
similitude. ‘wo persons are condemned to death and led 
io the scaffold for execution, but at the moment when they 
thik the officer is abuut to vead their death-warrant, he} 
announces a pardon for them both, aud assures them they 
are at liberty. One believes the good tidings, and his eyes 
fill with tears of gratitude, that his sovereign has released 
him from the sentence of death. ‘The other disbelieves the 
rracious declaration, coutends he has no portion i his 
sovereign’s favor and yemains in all the horrors of impend-! 
ing death. The persons in this simile illustrate the con- 
lition of believer and unbeliever, and exhibit the opposite 
‘flects of truth and falsehood. 

3. How long will his demnation continue ? as long as he 
is an unbeliever. The scriptures unifosmly predicate 
condemnation on unbelief, and therefore, by implication, 
cay, that when the cause is taken away, the consequence 
will cease. This passage, however, says nothing concern- 
inv a future state, for it does not even intimate that there 
is one; henee it can never prove the doctrine of endless 
suffering. If eternal damnation can be established by a 
.juotation, Which neither mentions it directly nor by impli- 
‘ation, this passage may auswer the purpose ; but if strong 
ind unequivocal testimony be necessary, this text will be 
altogether insutficieat. 

In the condition of the unbeliever, Christ represented 
the miseries of rejecting his gospel in this world, not the 
condemuation for disbelieving i in another; hence those, 
who apply the effects of unbelief to a coming state, travel 

mut of the record, and grossly violate the harmony of the 
passaze. But if unbelief consign to endless perditicn, all, 
who have been, now are or shail be rejecters of the truth, 
ire in ahopeless condition, as there is no possibility of 
their release from the doom of eternal vengeance. The 
ase of Christ’s disciples, however, places this subject in a 
trong light, as they were upbraidea for unbelief and hard- 
aess of heart, and yet no one doubts their salvation. [1 the 
ybstinacy and unbchiet of their hearts did noi exclude them 
from the Saviour’s love, why will the harduess or contu- 
macy of those, to whom the apostles were sceut, prevent 
their salvation? We hence see, from the condition of the 


disciples, that a man is damned on/y while he is ia unbe- 


is the Saviour of all men, specially of those that believe, 
He is as really the Saviour of unbelievers as of any, thouga 
they neither know nor believe it; but, those, who have ae- 
credited the testimony of God, have entered into rest. 
Were not God the Saviour of unbelievers, he could not 
save any, fora person must be ina state of misery and 
darkness to need salvation; but if the very reason why he 
may be saved prevent his salvation, possibility and impos- 
sibility are the same thing. It must therefore be clear that 
this passage does not apply to man’s condition in eternity, 
and that it does not bar him from the most felicitous por- 
tion. Were the converse of this statement trae, the serip- 
tures would confute themselves, as Christ. would send the 
gospel to each creature in form, while in fact, he would 
not send it toone uubehever. Should such insincerity be 
discovered in the coudsct ef Him, in whose mouth no guile 
was found, the volume of inspiration would be discarded, 
or men would become hypocritical from the example aug 
with the justification of heaven. ‘This being the necessary 
consequence of the common exposition, let each caudidiy 
weigh this subject, understand its connexion aud object, 
and then come to a conclusion, that shall harmonize Scrip- 
ture, reason and the history of our race, and that after re- 
flection shall confirm and illustrate. In no other way can 
this declaration of Christ receive proper attention, or that 
information be derived trom it, which our divine [usiructor 
designed it should impart.
